As the body 
was placed on the catafaulque, first 
built for Lincoln, even a deeper hush 
seemed to fall on those in the sacred 
precincts. At exactly 11:40 a. m.. Dr.

Mr. Harding's 
place of worship, took slowly the 
plaintive beseeching strain of "Lead 
Kindly Light", the favorite hymn of 
McKinley. Over the broken body of 
the leader were intoned the solemn 
words of assurance of David in the 
23rd Psalm, a selection from Revela- 
tions and the verse from Micah to

LAWREXCE, Kans, Aug. 8.— 


"Wren Charles Edward Ashburner, 
city manager of Norfolk, "Va , assumes 
his new job as city manager of Stock- 
ton, Cal, September 1, at a salary of 
$20,000 a year, he will continue to be 
the highest paid city manager In the 
United States, according to John G. 
Stutz of this city, executive secretary 
of the National City Managers' Asso- 
ciation- His salary af Norfolk is tl6,- 
000 a year. 


"An interesting thing about Ash- 
burner is that he not only is the high- 
est paid city manager in the United 
States, but he was the pioneer in the 
profession—he was the first city man- 
ager," said Secretary Stutz. 
"When 


he accepted the job of manager of 
the city of Staunton. Va., In 1908 he 
received only a nominal salary. 
It 
was largely through the successful 
demonstration he gave 
there that 
other cities accepted the idea. When 
Ashburner was asked by the city of 
Stockton to fix his salary, he put the 
figure so high he did not Imagine a 
city of but 50,000 population would 
accept. 
Although Norfolk, a city of 


150,000, later met the rise in the ef- 
fort to hold Ashburner, of course he 
could not annul Stockton's acceptance 
of .his offer." 
Ashburner went from Staunton to 


Springfield. O, as city manager In 
1914, and four years later to Norfolk. 
More than 300 cities in the United 
States are operated under the city 
manager plan, according to Mr. Stutz.

Prohibitive Tax Imposed on 
Gamblers' Boat to Uruguay 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. S.—A bill 


designed to discourage Buenos Alreans 
from crossing the River Plate to gam- 
ble in Uruguay has been passed by 
the Argentine Chamber of Deputies. 
It imposes a tax of 10,000 pesos a 
voyage on any 
passenger 
steamer 


from an Argentine port which calls 
at any port situated within SO kilom- 
eters of Buenos Aires, where roulette 
or other gaming establishments are 
maintained. 


The measure directly affects a r.7er 


steamer which nightly carries sev- 
eral hundred gamblers to the Uru- 
guayan port of Colonia, returning in 
the morning. Suicides of Argentines 
who lost fortunes on Colonia's rou- 
lette wheels were cited when the bill 
was proposed. Gambling resorts are 
prohibited in the Argentine 
capita,, 


but are legal in Uruguay.

THE MARTEVSVIDLE HIGHWAY. 


SITUATION*. 


The situation on the Martinsville 


highway Just west of this city 'is 


from bad to vroree and a 


bandltion has arisen which should 
bring about definite action by or- 
ganizations working for the welfare 
of the city. Were it not for the fact 
that the road now under improve- 
ment constitutes one of the most im- 
portant arteries entering the city, 
there might be a disposition to bear 
with the contractor without agitation 
but as it is there is in the present 
situation a very definite menace to 
Danville's mercantile interests. 


Inability to secure adequate quan- 


tities of crushed stone, the base for 
concrete, has slowed down the im- 
provement work to a minimum. The 
improved 
six 
mile 
stretch 
was 


promised by the fall but It is obvious 
that at the present rate of progress 
the road will noo be thrown open 
until the next tobacco season is over. 
The outstanding objection however ia 
that the stretch to be improved has 
been alread3- graded—that Is the six 
miles and barely a mile has been con- 
creted, or from the Redd farm to Fo^ 
Hollow. 
This means that in wet 


weather the whole six mile length of 
ntvly graded red ci'rt will become a 
morass and will prevent travel along- 
it to the point the concrete is reached 
where a short detour might be ar- 
ranged. 
The situation is such that 


Danville is cut off as a trading center 
from Henry county and part of Pitt- 
sylvania with a good sand clay road 
both to MartmsvHle and to Chatham 
to lure the farmer intent on reaching 
this city.

must be extremely careful how jou handle them. A gown of excellent 
design may be totally ruined by rippling, stretched edges and seams. 
Some materials call for especially aareful manipulation- velvet, crisp 
organdie, chiffons, and crepes retain their freshness only with very lit- 
tle and very delicate handing. 


Bias edges give the amateur difficulty which may be lessened by- 


attention to the following precautions: 
To prevent the shoulder and 


neck-line or other bias edges from stretching put in a row of tiny run- 
ning stitches near the edge of the cloth, drawing up the gathering lins 
until the material is the exact size of the corresponding pattern edge. 
! 
Or, baste the bias edge to a piece of tape, which should remain until this 
particular edge is ready lor finishing. 


For stretched edges use small running stitches near the edge, draw 


up the sewing line until the cloth is back to Its original size, easing In 
carefully this slight fulness. In woolen material ths may be removed 
by placing a wet cloth over the fulness, on the wrong side, and steaming 
carefully with a 'hot iron. 


Before sewing, test the tension and size of the machine stitch, as 


too small a. stitch is quite ae unsightly as too long a stitch.

CROSSES CHANNEL; 


FIRST SINCE 1911

PARIS, Aug. 7.— Completely ex- 
hausted after being more than twenty 
seven hours in the water, Henry Sul- 
livan, American swimmer, emereged 
from the English channel at Calais 
at 3:45 yesterday evening. 


He is the first man to swim tl*e 


channel since T. W. Burgess crossed 
in I9li; and the third in history. Mr. 
Burgess* crossing never was wholly 
legitimatized, and the only previous 
crossing was Captain Matthew Webb 
in 1875. which likewise is the subject 
of considerable doubt. 


"Wiliing hands dragged the Yankee 
to his feet and hurried him to a hotel 
.where he heard 
that the London 


Daily Sketch had ruled him out of 
the compet.tioo. in their S5.000 prize. 
Mr. Sulliian grinned cheerfully, de- 
spite his aching limbs and said: "The 
Sketch probably will come around."' 
The exhausted swimmer was hard-
